Washington, April 17.—(Special.)—It 
is believed that pressure from the white 
house has been effective in persuading 
the house committee on military affairs 
to abandon the plan of providing for 
raising the first increment of the war 
army by a call for volunteers, and to 
favor the adoption of the principle of 
universal liability for service approved 
by the president. 

Secretary Baker told the house mili- 
tary committee flatly tonight that the 
war department's plan for the organiza- 
tion of an army by selective conscrip- 
tion was the only feasible way of meet- 
ing the emergency with Germany. 


After the committee adjourned Chair- | 


man Dent called all the democratic 
members together in conference. He ex- 
pressed hope of getting a unanimous 
report, despite the division in commit- 
tee over the draft program.

, A.plan put forward in the committee 
by Representative Lunn, democrat, of 
New York, which Secretary Baker 
‘agreed would be acceptable to the war 
department, contemplated that instead 
of the conscription of men between the 
ages of 19 and 25, there should be four 
classes, to be successively reached in 
the draft, beginning with 500,000 m@gn 
in the first class, between the ages of 
21 and 27, with authority of the presi- 
dent to call as many more of this class 
as he deems best in his discretion be- 
fore going to the next class. The other 
three groups in sequence would be be- 
tween the ages of 28 and 34, 35 and 41, 

and 42 and 48. 

It is believed not more than 600,000 
or 1,000,000 men could be trained with 
the present equipment of officers or 
outfitted from the supplies now in the 
military depots. The machinery will be 
rapidly built up, however, and the 
United States proceed on the idea that 
this will be a long war. Such prepa- 
ration, it is held, will serve to shorten 
the conflict. 

There is an insistent demand that 
after six months of training in this 
country, the first increment should be 
sent to training camps back of the Dat- 
tle lines in France, to be trained in the 
presence of war conditions. |

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DID U-BOAT FIR 
ATU. S. WARSHIP? 


Navy Officials Believe the 
Lookout of Destroyer 
Smith Was Mistaken--Sug- 
gested He Took Big Fish 
for Torpedo. 


Washington, April 17.—Warning of 
the probable presence of a German sub- 
marine off the Atlantic coast was sent 
broadcast to all ships early today upon 
receipt at the navy departmem of a 
report from the destroyer Smith, on pa- 
trol duty, that a torpedo had crossed 
her bows during the night. 

The following is the statement issued 
by the department: 

“Reported from Fire Island lightship 
to the naval stations at Boston and 
New York at 3:30 a. m. on the 17th 
an enemy submarine was sighted by 
the U. & S. Smith running ap- 
parently submerged. Submarine fired 
a torpedo at the U. S&S. S. Smith 
which missed her by thirty yards. The 
wake of the torpedo was plainly seen 
crossing the bow. Submarine disap- 
peared.” 

No further word came from the Smith 
tonight. Navy officials, some of whom 
are strongly inclined to the belief that 
the destroyer’s lookout was mistaken 
in his bélief that he saw the wake of a 
torpedo, are awaiting with keen interest 
additional reports received late today 
at Boston.

The Southern Express company was 
found guilty of a misdemeanor by a 
gury in Judge Ben Hill’s division su- 
perior court last night after two days 
of trial by Solicitor General Jchn A, 
Boykin in the latter’s sensational cam- 
paign against liquor trafficking.

This was the most felling blow in the 
solicitor’s vigorous fight against liquor 
traffickers waged before the enactment 
of the “bone dry” law. The fight was 
begun in an effort to abate the liquor 
depot of the Southern Express com- 
pany at Chapel and Mangum streets on 
the ground ef public nuisance. It was 
comtended by Boykin that illegai liq- 
uor trafficking thrived upon shipments 


received through this station. 

Caught in the’ Bey kin campaign were 
scores of alleged blind tigers, one of 
whom, ‘Henry Boyd, a negro, confessed 
and turned state’s evidence against the 
express company, admitting having re- 
ceived abundant shipments at the liy- 
uor depot under fictitious names.

Henry Boyd, a self-admitted “blind 
tiger,” charged the express company 
with permitting: him to receive immense 
quantities of liquor from out-of-state 
points, consigned to fictitious namea, 
Attaches of the express company’s liq- 
uor depot denied Boyd’s charge, and 
testified that every precaution within 
their power had been taken to prevent 
“blind tigering” in connection with the)

Judge Hill, in charging the jury, said 
that if the express company had notice 
that the Boyd negro was a “blind tiger” 
they were guilty of violating the prohi- 
bition laws, but if they did not know 
it, or had no means of knowing it, a 
verdict of acquittal should be returned. 

“If by the exercise of due diligence, 
it could have been found out that Boyd 
was a whisky trafficker,” said the 
judge, “the express company was bound 
by law to take at least reasonable steps 
to find out what was goOing on in con- 
nection with their business. The issue 
is, did the company know Henry Boyd 
was getting consignments for illegal 
Purposes? Had it any intimation to 
that effect? If the company knew, or 
had reason to know, that Henry Boyd 
was violating the law in connection 
with their business, it was their duty 
to investigate and ascertain the facts 
with a view of upholding the law. 

“When all is sifted down in this case, 
it resolves to but a question of good 
faith with the law.”

RUSSIAN AMBASSADOR 
QUITS AMERICAN POST 


Bakmeteff Not in Sympathy 
With New Government—Ros- 
en Probably Succeeds. 


Washington, April 17.—George Bakh- 
meteff, Russian ambassador to the 
United States since 1911, cabled the pro- 
visional government at Petrograd today 
that he had decided to relinquish his 
office and asked that some one be 
named to take charge of the embassy. 

Distinctly a member of the old impe- 
rial regime, the ambassador’s separation 
from the new democratic government 
has been a foregone conclusion. Only 
today it became known that Baron Ro- 
sen, Mr. Bakhmeteff’s predecessor here, 


if he actually was not already en route 
to Washington. 

So far as known, this action of an 
ambassador in declining to continue in 
his office is unprecedented in history 
of dinlomatic Washington. The plan of 
the provisional government to name a 
successor is declared to have no influ- 
ence in bringing about the ambassa- 
dor’s action. It was said at the em- 
bassy that nothing was known of the 
government’s intentions in this regard. 

Mr. Bakhmeteff, it is stated, has re- 
mained at his post solely because he ex- 
pected the Grand Duke Michael to head 
the new government: The provisional 
offices, however, arranged for elections. 
and for the permanent replacement of 
the monarchy, Mr. Bakhmeteff, accredit- 
ed as the personal representative of the 
emperor, decided that he could not con- 
tinue to represent the new elements in 
control. 

About ten days ago the ambassador 
framed a message to the authorities in 
Petrograd announcing his determination 
to retire. his was withheld until to- 
day, when it was dispatched after the 
ambassador had become convinced there 
was at present no ehance for the reten- 
tion of any member of the late dynasty 
at the head of the government. 

It is assumed that C. Onou, the coun- 
sellor of the embassy, will assume the 
duties of charge pending the arrival of 
a new ambassador.

Not only did the French army get 
astride and partly around the so-called 
Hindenburg line today, but in doing 
so they captured many thousands of 
German prisoners. After one of the 
most intensive artillery’ bombardments 
of the war, the French tonight ad- 
vanced Shik another twenty-five-mile 
front. Shells were poured daily into 
the German positions and this morn- 
ing from north ef Soissons to just 
west of Rheims, the French ogg es 
started the work for which they 
been patiently waiting. 


The Germans opposed the advance 
with their utmost power, bringing into 
play thousands of cannon and machine 
guns which had been emplaced in the 
most advantageous positions. Nothing, 
however, could withstand the gallantry 
and skill of the French, whose ardor 
was strengthened by the sight of the 
desolation through which they passed. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press watched one phase of the bat- 
tle from a prominent position in the 
new French advance. The brigade 
with which he wag stationed was com- 
posed of troops who had: won the high- 
est fame in pushing back the Germans 
around Verdun. Now, as then, it was 
under the command of a colonel who 
proudly informed the correspondent 
that he had fought beside both Ameri- 
cans and British in the Boxer war. 
Part of the brigade’s task today was 
the capture of a position forming one 
of the most difficult problems alon 
the line owing to its being undermine 
for its whole length and breadth by 
deeply tunnelled quarries whose gal- 
leries were immune to artillery and 
bristling with machine guns. 


There was no hesitation amo 
French soldiers when the order ~ ne 
Vance was given, but they did not throw 
their lives away. There was no hurry; 
every movement was executed as if on 
parade. Advantage was taken of every 
inch of cover, and thus the infantrymen 
were able to approach up the sloping 
Sround until within the Striking dis- 
tance of the numerous entrances to the 
tunnel; they then encircled the whole 
plateau and left sufficient men around 
to prevent the garrison’s retreat or its 
communication with the main body of 
the Germans. Its fate was then sealed. 

Meanwhile, the bulk of.the French 
troops continued their advance both 
here and on other parts of the line. 
Telephonic reports from various sec- 
tors told of the successes, sometimes 
big, sometimes small, of the different 
corps engaged. Everywhere behind the 
advancing ench groups rman pris- 
oners were to be seen on their way 
to captivity. Before evening more than 
19,000 had been counted and others were 
arriving. Some of the prisoners told 
of exceedingly severe losses, their com- 
panies being reduced in several cases 
from 250 to 80 men, or thereabouts. All 
Seemed pleased over their capture, some 
of them saying that there would be 
many desertions except for the constant 
vigilance of their superiors, as most of 
them were tired of the war.

FRENCH FAIL, 
GERMANS CLAIM. 


Berlin, April 17.—(CVia London.)— 
The French forces failed with heavy 
casualties to break through the Ger- 
man line along the Aisne and did not 
renew their attack, says the war of- 
fice statement issued this evening. On 
both sides of. Awberive, in Champagne, 
hard fighting wae in progress through- 
out Tuesday, says the statement, the 
text of which follows: 

“After failure with heavy losses of 
the French attempt to break through 
our lines, they have not renewd their 
attack on the Aisne. 

“In Champagne bitter fighting pro- 
ceeded throughout the day on both 
sides of Au‘berive. 

“On the other fronte there ia nothing 
of importance to report.” , 

The German official statement, is- 
sued today regarding the western 
front, is as follows: 

“One of the greatest battles of the 
mighty war and, therefore, also in the 
history of the world, is in progress on 
the Aisne. 

‘Since April 6, preparatory fire by 
the artillery and mine throwers had 
continued uninterruptedly. By this 
fire, which was unprecedented in qdura- 
tion, volume and intensity, the French 
endeavored to render our positions ripe 
for assault, put our batteries out of 
action and exhausted our troops. 

“Barly yesterday morning the 
French on a front 40 kilometers wide 
launched, with the object of breaking 
through, a deep column attacks from 
Soupir on the Aisne to Bethany, north 
of Rheims, with the huge en of 
strong infantry forces fed by re- 
serves which had been brought up in 
the rear. 

“During the afternoon the French 
threw fresh masses into the fray and 
carried out lateral attacks against our 
front between the Oise and the Conde- 
Sur-Aisne. The artillery fight, which 
was continued today, leveled the posi- 
tions and produced wide, deep cra- 
ters, renderin an obstinate defense 
no longer possible. 

“The fighting ig no longer against a 
line, but over quite a deep and irregu- 
lar fortified zone. The battle swayed 
backwards and forwards arou the 
foremom positions, our object being, 
even if war materiala were lost, to 
spare the lives of our forces and inflict 
heavy, sanguinary losses upon the ene- 
my and thus decisively weaken him 
This was achieved, thanks to splendid 
leadership and the heroic bravery of 
our troops. 

“The great French attempt to break 
through yesterday, the object of which 
was far-reaching, failed. e san- 

uftnary losses of the enemy were very 

eavy and more than 2,100 prisoners 
remained in our hands. Where the 
enemy at a few places penetrated into 
our lines the fighting still continues and 
fresh enemy attacks were expected. 

“In the Champagne this morning 
fighting between Prunay and Auberive 
has developed, the battle line thereby 
extending from the Oise into the Cham- 
pagzne. 

“The troops look forward with en- 
tire confidence to the coming heavy 
fighting.”’

BELOVED ATLANTA LADY 
DIES AT ADVANCED AGE 


Was Widow of Pioneer Citizen 
and Financier—Herself 


a Leader. 


Mrs. Francina Cameron Austell, pio- 
meer Adianta woman, died Tuesday 
morning at 8:30 o’clock at her home, 
92 Marett2 street, in her 83d year. 

Mrs. Austell was the wife of the late 
General Alfred Austell and daughter of 
Major James Cameron, the founder of 
LaGrange, Ga.. a man widely known 
and honored in the state. 

Mrs. Austell was a leading member 
in the First Presbyterian church, of 
Atlanta, the Pioneer Women, Daughters 
of the Confederacy and Atlanta Memo- 
rial association, and for many years she 
has been closely identified with the 
work and progress of these and other 
organizations. 

General Austell, husband of the de- 
ceased, established che first national 
bank in the south, and ais» established 
the first cotton commission house in 
the south. 

Was Born in LaGrange. 
Mrs. Austell was born at LaGrange, 


November 14, 1833, which date is mem- | 


orable as the “night the stara fell.” 
She received her education at the La- 
Grange Female college, of which one 
of her relatives Professor Joseph Mont- 
gomery, was president, She married 
General Austell in 1858, who had then 
only recently come from Bouth Caro- 
lina, to which state he had gone from 
‘Tennessee, where he was born, 

General and Mrs, Austell 
four years at Campbeliten, Campbell 
county, Georgia, one of Georgia'sa now 
extinct cities. They moved te Atlanta 
im 1858, and here, soen after his ar- 
rival, General Austell bought the old 
Trout house, which was jecated on the 
property still in the family at the east 
corner of Pryor and PDeeatuFf streets. 
Here they lived until 1864, when they 
moved into the present home at 62 Ma- 
Pietta street, 

While living here General Austeil 


_ 


organized the Bank of Fulton, which 
afterwards merged into the Atlanta 
National bank, of which General Aus- 
tell was president until his death. This 
was the first mational bank in the 
south, and possibly the only bank to 
pay off its indebtedness after the war 
in gold specie. 

It was in the rooms of Mrs. Austell 
at the Treut house that the ladies of 
Atlanta cowered the canteens of the 
soldiers of the first regiment, leaving 
Atlanta for the civil war. 

Mrs. Austell remained in Atlanta un- 
til September, 1864, and was active 
in hospital work for relief of the sick 
and wounded in those trying days. The 
day after the Battle of Atlanta she 
superintended the burial of the sol- 
diers left on the battlefield. She was. 
with Mrs. Dr. James M. (Mary Cobb) 
Johnson, and others, active in the for- 
mation of the Atlanta Memorial asso- 
ciation, and was one of the organizers 
of the Pioneer Women’s society and the 
Atlanta Chapter of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy. She was always most 
deeply interested and active in the 
work of the First Presbyterian church 
whose house of worship was adjoining 
her home. 


Husband a Southern Leader. 

Her husband was one of the south’s 
most prominent men, and, although 
eschewimg politics and always refusing 
office, he was largely responsible for 
the sound financial basis upon which 
Atlanta’s credit now stands. 

Mrs. Awstell is survived by her 
daughter, Mrs. Lelia Austell Thornton:

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DECREASE OF CITY 
CONVICTS HAMPERS 
WORK ON STREETS 


Atlanta faces a serious situation, 
due to the diminution of convictions in 
recorder’s court and the resultant de- 
crease in convicts used in working 
city etreets and in laying out new 
streets, according. to a statement made 
Tuesday by Henry C. Collier, chief of 
construction. 

“Just as an illustration of this fact,” 
he declared, “today we have 53 con- 
victs doing such work, where, 30 days 
ago, we had 140. Even that n@mber 
was below the average of former times, 
this average beirf® about 155. 

“The cause of it must be and of 
course is the falling off in pumber of 
convictions for drunkenness and its 
resulting evils. I don’t know what the 
outcome is going to be, but the proposi- 
tion is a serious one for this depart- 
ment.”

Boston, il 1%7%—Major General 
Wood, speaking at a meeting of the 
American Cotton Waste exchange here 
today, said that the United States 
would not fulfill ite duty in this war 
until it had sent men to the front. The 
meeting was called to raise funds to 
equip a complete ambulance unit for 
the Red Cross. 

“If we are to be part of the war,” 
said General Wood, “our men in our 
uniform must be at the front. It is no 
child’s play. We shall send living men 
and bring them back dead—but never 
until this is done shall we fulfill our 
duty. 

“There is a long period of prepara- 
tion ahead of us and the first step is 
to back up the plan for universal mili- 
tary service. 
| “A voluntary service, however de- 
lightful in theory, is ridiculous in prac- 
tice. It woulg be a noble thing if ev- 
ery man rushed to the colors, but every 
man does not. Only six thousand men 
have been enlisted in two weeks, and I 
leave it to you to estimate how long it 
will take to get an army of a million 
men.”

It is unlikely, however, 
that the full $7,000,000,000 in “bonds 
and certificates will be issued at one 
time. A more probable course will be 
the offering of the entire $5,000,000,000 
in bonds at one time and the withhold- 
ing of the $2,000,000,000 in certificates 
until the money is needed. 

As the $2,000,000,000 in certificates 
are short term government notes, there 
probably would be no disposition on 
the part of the federal reserve board 
to regard them as investments of such 
a term as to make them undesirable 
to banks. Banks lending the govern- 


ment money on these certificates would | 


still be regarded as preserving their 
resources in a liquid condition, under 
previous rulings of the board.

WAR FINANCE MEETING. 


Washington, April 17.—(Special.)— 
Robert F. Maddox, president of the 
Atlanta National bank, is here attend- 
ing the meeting of the war financing 
committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. _ 

Mr. Miaddox would not discuss the 
plan&S which the committee had under 
consideration, further than to say that 
in view of the magnitude of the prob- 
lems involved, the committee was 
seeking to bring out suggestions that 
would enable this country to profit by 


the experiences of the European na-' 


tions and avoid their mistakes. 

These representative bankers and 
business mén_ will consider how the 
financial ®urden can be distributed 
among the citizens of the country in a 
wise, equitable and just manner. In 
addition to discussing means of ab- 
sorbing the seven billion-dollar bond 
issue, they will consider the questions 
of taxation to raise the large funds 
which must be met out of current rev- 
enues, including the progressive in- 
come and excess profits taxes, 

The conclusions of the committee will 
be presented to Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo, and probably to the con- 
gressional committees which will 
frame the war revenue bills.

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SEVEN BILLIONS FOR DEFENSE. 


“Millions for defense, but not one cent 
for tribute,” was the rallying cry of the 
American republic in its infancy. That that 
spirit is still alive has been shown upon 
numerous and sundry occasions since, but 
never more emphatically than yesterday, 
when, by act of congress, almost unani- 
‘mously, not millions, but billions—seven of 
them—were appropriated for the defense of 
the principles upon which our country was 
founded! 

The huge war chest was created to meet 
an extraordinary need, and in some respects 
it is unique. For instance, the overwhelm- 
ing expression by which the act was passed 
in both houses stands as a unique testimo- 
nial of the country’s unity. In the second 
place, the fund is unique in its very huge- 
ness. 

Seven billions—seven thousand millions 
—of dollars is a tremendous sum of money. 
It is the greatest single appropriation ever 
made by any government on earth for any 
purpose! 

But in making this colossal appropriation 
the congress has done precisely the right 
thing, and the patriotic and humanitarian 
thing. 

It also is eminently right and proper that 
of the total amount three billions are to be 
used to replenish the over-burdened treasu- 
ries of our allies. America can hardly be 
prepared to send any effective force of men 
across the sea for actual fighting inside of 
eight months or a year, and until such time 
as we can, those countries already in the 
fight will have to do our fighting for us. 
Therefore, it is properly incumbent upon us 
to aid them in even a more effective way 
than the sending of men would be: With 
war treasure! 

The very fact that our nation is in such 
splendid condition that it can realize such 
an enormous amount of money for an emer- 
gency such as this, both inspires confidence 
and pride in the breast of every American 
citizen, and at the same time bring conster- 
nation upon our enemy. 


NO ROOM FOR IDLERS. 


With the country at war and every com- 
munity unit of it grappling with plans 
whereby to meet successfully the extraordi- 
mary demands of war, there is no room for 
idlers. : 

There is something for every able-bodied 
man to do; and he who refuses to do his 
part should emphatically be given to under- 
stand that the United States of America is 
too small for him. 

No man is far-seeing enough to be able 
even to approximate the war’s duration. But 
be it short or long-drawn-out, it is the patri- 
otic duty of every citizen to do his utmost 
to hasten its conclusion in victory. 

All men will share alike in the blessings 
of peace when peace comes; and just so 
every man owes it to his fellow-citizens and 
to his country to bear his share in the win- 
ning of peace. 

This does not necessarily imply military 
duty; yet it does imply just that if under 
arms the man can render his best service 
‘and make the most telling effort toward the 
woveted goal.

Not a bad idea at all—if it should prove 


necessary. 

Everybody knows that in every city and 
practically every community there are num- 
bers of idlers—men out of work because of 
one thing or another. Some are poor; oth- 
ers are rich. Some are roving “bums,” 
some are constitutional labor-haters without 
even sufficient ambition to rove; others are 
pampered ne’er-do-wells “too good” to work, 
while still others are of the “idle rich” 
class who “do not have to work” at any- 
thing more strenuous than dancing, golfing, 
automobiling, giving box parties or late 
suppers. 

The country needs every one of such 
right now—only in a different way. 

And some means should be found where- 
by every idle man, regardless of what or 


| who he is, can be made to sense his duty 


and go to work at something. 
With the nation at war, there is no room 
for the idler. 


ON THE RIGHT LINES. 


If the recommendations and plans given 
expression at the Cut-Over Land conference 
held in New Orleans last week are, even in 
part, put into execution, that conference will 
have made itself memorable as a factor in 
the development of the south. 

A distinct service was performed alone 
in the pointing out of the fact that the south 
contains one hundred millions of acres of 
land once wooded, now logged off, idle and 
non-productive, awaiting the application of 
enterprise and thrift to make them valuable 
and productive. A great amount of this cut- 
over acreage :s fertile and adaptable to agri- 
culture; other portions of it is pecullarly 
subject to reforestation, and all of it is ad- 
mirably fitted for the production of live 
stock. 

The country needs what this land can be 
made to produce; but in its present idle, de- 
nuded state it is of no more service than an 
unharnessed waterfall. 

The conference calls timely attention to 
this status of so much of our land area— 
especially timely just now when the nation- 
wide, world-wide, in fact, cry is “more food!” 
This cut-over land ought, as quickly as pos- 
sible, to be put in a state of productiveness 
under which it will be helping to appease the 
world-wide food demand. 

Two other recommendations growing out 
of the conference, which are of overshadow- 
ing importance as affecting the live stock 
industry, have to do with tick eradication and 
the menace of worthless dogs. 

The need for a speeding up of tick eradica- 
tion methods is so apparent to every think- 
ing citizen, gnd so uncontrovertible is the 
hypothesis upon which it is based, that it re- 
quires no further discussion here; but the 
dog nuisance heretofore has escaped the at- 
tention that its gravity merits. 

The stray dog which roams the grazing 
areas of the south is proportionately as 
great a menace to sheep, goats, and even 
pigs and young calves, as is his wild brother, 
the coyote, to the live stock of the western 
prairies. Out there, not only is the season 
for the slaughter of coyotes perpetually 
“open,” but the state authorities pay a 
bounty for every one killed, upon delivery of 
statutory proof of the killing. By this means 
the pest is kept within bounds, and but for 
some such method the sheep business in the 
west could not endure. 

The Cut-Over Land conference recom- 
mends a national tax of $1 upon every dog, 
which undoubtedly would bring about the 
elimination of all dogs having no value to 
their owners and the slaughter of all wan- 
dering strays, having no masters, and which 
really are the most pestiferous. 

The resolutions urging landowners to im- 
mediately stock their tracts with some kind 
of live stock; recommending reforestation of 
areas not suitable to cultivation; emphasigz- 
ing the desirability of drainage methods, 
water power conservation, legislation with 
respect to land titles, classification, etc., and 
urging a general, intensive, far-reaching 
campaign of publicity, all are appropriate, 
forward-looking, progressive, and each in 
itself points the way to the fulfillment of a 
need. 

Actively participating in this conference 
was the Georgia Landowners’ association. 
And it is not out of place here to state that 
such an organization as this, which essays 
to accomplish so much for the development 
of Georgia's waste places and the utilization 
of the state’s neglected resources, merits 
hearty support and co-operation.

Peace Society Takes Stand 
In Support of President 


Upon the principle that “in our loyalty to 
the principles of humanity we are not un- 
mindful of our loyalty to the land which 
makes our work for international justice pos- 
sible,” the American Peace society, of which 
the Georgia Peace society is a branch, has 
declared itself squarely behind the president 
and aggressively loyal to the nation and de- 
mocracy in the prosecttion of the war against 
Prussianism. 

J. J. Hall, secretary of the Georgia so- 
ciety, the parent organization of which is 
now ninety years old, declared yesterday that 
he and his associated peace advocates “have 
no sympathy with those who are for ‘peace 
at any price,’ but we stand squarely with 
President Wilson.” 

Yet, he says, while the society is loyal to 
the cause for which America and its allies 
are waging war, “it does not step aside from 
its great aim—the settlement of international 
disputes by law and reason rather than by 
the sword—and it will continue to work for 
this desirable end; but it does recognize the 
necessity of a united country and of all of 
the citizens being loyal to the government.” 

This position also is concurred in by Dr. 
H. Cc. White, a conspicuous member of the 
Georgia society, who said regarding the war 
and America’s part in it: | 

“It is all dreadful, but I hope the entrance 
of the United States will shorten and make 
more humane the great struggle. Democracy 
seems to possess the world. If armed con- 
flict with autocracy is necessary to achieve 
it, it is certainly a righteous war.” 

The Advocate of Peace, the official organ 
of the American Peace society, editorially ex- 
presses the society’s stand in similar terms, 
declaring that “a disturber of the peace must 
be dealt with by someone, kindly if possible, 
forcibly if necessary. ‘ We are opposed 
to war as a'means of settling international 
disputes. We recognize, however, that we 
are living in an ungoverned world. Our aims 
and purposes are to make our world a gov- 
‘erned world.” And it goes on to declare that 
| if the aesired end can be brought about only 
through war, and the United States govern- 
ment takes this view of it, “the decision is 
to be made by the United States government. 
The American Peace society cannot decide 
this question.”

ARTICLE XI. 


‘‘ Misfits” in Our Schools. 


The term “misfit” applies to the child for 
whom the regular grade work is unsuited. 
He is, on therone hand, ¢he older pupil who 
is doing fairly good work, but who is woe- 
fully out of place in a class of children mueh 
younger than himself: or, on the other hand, 
he is the child who occupies the unhappy 
position of laggard in his class; whose hands 
are either listless or engaged in mischief; 
whose face is vacant or scowling or drawn 
with nervous tension; whose attitude is that 
of indifference or defiance or pitiful resigna- 
tion to a hopeless situation. In most cases 
he is the child whose mental avenues are 
closed to the usual class room methods; 
whose mind cannot be reached by abstract 
symbols; and for whom books are not the 
open sesame to the world of knowledge. 

In a small percentage of cases—two per 
cent is about the average—such children are 
found to be deficient in certain mental pow- 
ers or capacities; and, whatever be the cause 
of this deficiency, will never reach the point 
of normal mental develépment, even under 
the most favorable home and school condi- 
tions. But such children can be made happy 
in special classes, and they can, be taught 
many things that will make it possible for 
them to swpport or to partially support them- 
selves after they leave school. 

For them book work is practically use- 
less, and manual and vocational training the 
only way by which the school can reach 
them. 

In that larger group of backward chil- 
dren, however, the group shown by statistics 
to average about one-fourth of all the chil- 
dren enrolled in our schools—their retarda- 
tion is due, not to mental deficiency, but to 
certain conditions which are removable or 
can be greatly alleviated. Ill-health, irreg- 
ular attendance, indifference on the part of 
parents or guardians, frequent change of 
residence, and poor home conditions are 
fruitful sources of retardation; but a more 


is the failure on the part of the school to 
provide for these children a different course 
of study from that offered to those pupils 
who are able to do the regular grade work 
in the allotted time. 

Muscular Development. 

As all students of psychology know, the 
mental development of every child, normal 
and sub-normal, is absolutely dependent, 
during the first five or six years of his life, 
upon his muscular activities: and it has been 
proved by those in charge of institutions for 
the feeble-minded that the only way to rouse 
their dormant faculties is to train their 
hands. O’Shea, of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, and a leading writer of educational 
works, says, in his “Dynamic Factors in Ed- 
ucation,” that the highest authorities now 
agree that the child's thought is never dis- 
sociated from his muscles; that for him 
every idea has a motor aspect; that mind is 
in one sense a middle term between the 
senses and the muscles; and that an idea is 
not complete until it has been realized in 
action. 

Since there can be no doubt, therefore, 
that muscular knowledge is fundamental in 
the race, and is the basis of all true learning, 
is it not logicel to conclude that a certain 
type of child, commonly included in the list 
of sub-normals, is one whose mental prog- 
ress is so dependent upon his motor activi- 
ties,, not only during the first five or six 
years of his life, but during the entire period 
of his childhood, that he will fail to develop 
normally unless he is given more abundant 
opportunities for muscular training than the 
ordinary school curriculum affords? May he 
not be retarded simply because he has not 
been furnished with the right kind of work? 
May he not be manual-minded, so to speak— 
“backward” in some things, but “forward” in 


productive source of trouble than all of these | 


others, as is true in the case of the child who 
is at the foot of his class in school, but is his 
mother’s right hand in the home? 

After all, this is the original type. Prim- 
itive man was manual-minded. Ear know!l- 
edge and eye knowledge are simply the re- 
sults of civilization, and are grafted onto the 
fundamental acquirement of knowledge 
through muscular activity. 

Bducational thought is crystallizing along 
these lines, and we are even now at the 
threshold of a new kind of elementary 
school. Here will be found full recognition 
of two distinct types of normal children in- 
stead of only one, as at present. A certain 
course of study will be provided for those 
pupils who take readily to book work, and 
another, and very different course, for those 
who develop easily and naturally only 
through manual and industrial training. 
Here will be found special classes in charge 
of highly trained teachers, who will lead 
those little misfits known as defectives out 
of the darkness of closed minds into the 
light, not of a world of abstract thought, but 
of a world of action. Here those unhappy 
miefits Known as “truants” or “incorrigibles,” 
will algo find special classes in which hands 
will be kept so busy that there will be little 
time for mischief; and wayward minds will 
be so occupied with the doing of things that 
require a great expenditure of physical en- 
ergy that there wilt be no surplus store to 
be worked off through the breaking of rules 
and the defying of authorities. 

Five Classes Started, 

Already our board of education has bro- 
ken ground for the foundation of this new 
type of sehool. Five special classes have 
been formed in different sections of the city 
to care for 65 out of the total 150 seriously 
retarded children in our schools. In the 
Tech High school there is to be organized in 
the near future a class of 35 out of the total 
number of 154 truants, who are scattered 
throughout the various grades in the schools. 

As soon as funds are provided we shall 
have industrial schools, where that large 
army of misfits known as the slow or back- 
ward or incorrigible children, most of whom 
are, in all probability, perfectly normal men- 
tally, will find the type of work needed to 
enable them to march forward easily and 
happily along the way that nature designed 
them to follow. And, best of all, such in- 
dustrial and yocational training and guid- 
ance will be furnished for all our children 
that not one child need go forth from our 
schools ignorant of his own particular niché 
in the great throbbing world of reality that 
lies just beyond the schoolhouse doors. 

Then will be drawn back into the schools 
that army of backward children who have 
dropped out of their classes because the sitt- 
ation to them seemed hopeless. Counting 
these, the total number of retarded children 
in Atlanta will number between 6,000 and 
7,000, enough to fill ten industrial schools if 
we but had them. 

Some years ago our city fathers had a 
wise plan of sending out over the country 
committees to see how other progressive 
cities were handling such problems as street 
paving, water supply, disposal plants, park 
and playground development, and other mat- 
ters of municipal importance; but so far as 
I know, no committee has ever yet bees sent 
out by the city to investigate educational 
problems. 

I can think of nothing that would come 
nearer arousing in the public conscidnce a 
sense of duty toward our schools than to 
have Atlanta find out, through the investi- 
gations of an intelligent committee, what 
other cities are doing for public education. 
May we ask that our municipal authorities 
consider this suggestion seriously?

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Cut-Over Land Conference 
Held at New Orleans 
Urges Progressive Action 


At the Cut-Over Land conference, in a 
three days’ session last week in New Orleans, 
the fact was brought out that there are 100,- 
000,000 acres of cut-over land in the south 
which are useless at the present time and in 
their present state, and which, by proper 
methods and concerted action, can be made of 
great value for farms, live stock raising or 
reforestation. 

The conference was held under the aus- 
pices of the Southern Settlement and Devel- 
opment organization, the Southern’ Pine 4sso- 
clation and the New Orleans Chamber of 


Commerce. 

A special committee was appointed to pre- 
vail upon all land owners in the cut-over sec- 
tion between Texas and Florida to join the 
organization that will result in the utilization 
of this vast body of idle lands. A special 
committee will meet in about ten days to dis- 
cuss the best plans for the formation of a 
cut-over land association. The land interests 
in all its branches, the railroads and all con- 
cerned in the south’s vacant acreage will be 
urged to join the association and to contrib- 
ute to its financial support, which is so es- 
sential for the permanency of the proposed 


institution. 

The permanent general organization pro- 
posed is to be financed by an assessment of 
1 cent per acre per year on the holdings 
of the participating owners. Its development 
work will probably continue for some years 
if the plans and suggestions discussed before 
the conference are carried out. 

The nation-wide interest in the movement 
was attested by the fact that the federal gov- 
ernment sent officers of high rank from 
Washington, as well as staff experts skilled 
in southern agriculture; the wool manufac- 
turers, dairying interests and great transpor- 
(tation systems sent representatives, and As- 
sistant Secretary Vrooman, of the department 
of agriculture, bore the government's message 
urging the holders of idle lands to do what 
they can immediately to increase food supply, 
while government and state agricultural 
staffs contributed advice as to what can be 
done and pledged active aid and co-operation 
to every legitimate measure of development 
undertaken. 

Coming at this particular time, when the 
nation is called upon to increase agricultural 
and animal production to stem the soaring 
prices of everything we eat and wear, the 
movement is most opportune and is likely to 
receive more prompt and effective support 
than in a time of peace and plenty. 

G. E. Nesom, of Baton Rouge, representing 
the United States department of agriculture, 
giving his particular attention to the devel- 
opment of the cattle and live stock industry, 
spoke on the possibilities of increasing the 
live stock production in this state and 
throughout the cut-over land sections. 


M. Leigh Alexander, head of the etate con- 


servation commission, spoke on “How Louisi- 
ana Is Solving the Reforestation Problem;” 
deciared he believed ‘“‘that the owner of cut- 
over land will find it to his advantage to go 
timber-farming and that all cut-over land 
does not necessarily have to be plowed under 
for crops until there is need for this land, and 
that the interim can be profitably spent in 
working out reforestation.” 

A. C. Bigeiow, president of the Philadel- 
phia Wool and Textile association, declared 
“there is only one source left open now from 


which wé can obtain an increase of sheep 
production, and that is in the farming sec- 
tions east of the Mississippi river and in the 
unused land areas of the south.” 

William R. Lighton, of Fayetteville, Ark., 
said that “about the worst thing that might 
happen to the south would be to have the 
exploitation of these lands fall into the hands 
of the especulator or the professional pro- 
moter.” He added that “the best thing that 
might happen would be the beginning of in- 
telligent publicity of the sort which will make 
its appeal to farmers, rather than to mere 
adventurers. With such publicity we shall 
open a plain, straight way for the soundest 
of all development, a development which will 
be free of all thé insanity of ‘booming,’ a de- 
velopment which will with absolute certainty 
convert this burden of millions of acres of 
unused land into a producing asset of incal. 
culable worth. In such publicity I see the 
south’s chief hope for a future whose sound- 
ness will be impregnable.” 

Resolutions were adopted urging land 
owners to immediately adopt some form of 
live stock industry wherever this was prac- 
ticable, and that where the area was better 
adapted for forest growth than for agricul- 
tural crops that steps be taken for refores- 
tation; that the committee in working out 
the general plan should take into considera- 
tion water control, drainage, standardization 
of land sales, legislation with respect to land 
titles, land classification, and a campaign of 
general publicity. : 
| A special resolution was passed urging the 
rapid, efficient and complete eradication of 
the Texas cattle fever tick, as a patriotic 
duty upon those states comprising within 
their borders areas still under quarantine, 
and calling upon the federal government, if 
necessary as a war measure, to exercise the 
power vested in the secretary of agriculture 
to facilitate the eradication of the tick within 
one year. aes 

Another resolution was: “Whereas, it ts 
estimated that there are kept in the United 
States about 25,000,000 dogs, which are not 
only a luxury and are therefore subject to 
taxation, but which are also a cause of much 
damage to live stock; therefore, be it re- 
solved, that we urge upon the congress of the 
United States to enact a per capita tax of $1 
on all dogs as a Wise financial and econom- 
ical measure.” 

Commenting upon this resolutton, Clement 
S. Ucker, vice president of the Southern Set- 
tlement and Development association, said: 
“The object of this is to remove one of the 
great drawbacks to the stimuation of the 
sheep industry. Our raw material in woolens 
is getting into a woeful condition, and the 
nation best prepared in that respect, after 
the war, will have by far the most economic

advantage.”

Lazy people have much the same status 
in modern life as the feebleminded and de- 
mented enjoyed in the middle ages. One 
can imagine what a laugh went up in those 
merry days when a leech essayed to give a 
lunatic treatment or proper care. The men- 
tal defective was the butt of popular humor, 
& source of amusement, and the lazy person 
i8 in the same predicament today. lasineas, 
like alcoholism and old age, is looked upon as 
a habit Or a stigma of irremediable character 
whether inherited or acquired. Yet medical 
Science boldly considers all three of these en- 
tities pathological, preventable and curable 
if taken in time. 

It takes the’ fellow who, by his wits, man- 
ages to escape the necessity of purging his 
soul with hard work to utter beautiful sen- 
timents about the dignity of labor. All our 
proverbs on that subject were made by peo- 
ple who didn’t have to earn their living by 
the sweat of their brows. It makes one tired 
to hear men say they love to work. If men 
really loved to work there would be no sports, 
no avocations, no tennis courts, golf links, 
baseball parks, vaudeville or movie theaters, 
no race tracks, game preserves, or prize 
fights, and no wars. There would be just 
great hives of industry. People who imag- 
ine they love to work don’t work. Their 
job is having fun. It isn’t work to run an 
office, practice a profession, to govern a 
State or to lead an army. It is just a game. 

Laziness, like rheumatism, is nota specific 
disease, but a different disease in each case. 
It requires a careful medical examination and 
a diagnosis. Like corns, it is not inherit- 
os but acquired. Like liver complaint, it 
takes something more than a vest pocket 
vial of tablets to break it u Like tuber- 
culosis, at least 80 per cent of the cases, 
when properly diagnosed and humanely 
treated, can be cured. Like old age, it is 
chronic but it need never disable anyone. 

Many of the great men and women of 
the world have been called lazy by nobodies 
who are always up with the sun and abed 
with the chickens and never setting the world 
afire. But we are not speaking of such 
laziness. We are discussing chronic indo- 
lence. Nowadays, when a man has a de- 
fective brain or heart or liver or lung or 
kidneys we don't laugh at him; we endeavor 
to relieve his physical infirmity. But when 
a mans organs as a whole are defective, then 
we call him lazy and begin kicking him 
around.

all, but ares engaged in other industrial or 
mercantile pursuits, their interest in the farm 
and their labor in the field depart together. 

They not only to a apd extent abandon 
agricultural interests wholly, but they assist 
Frestty in creating the impression that town 
ife is a step in advance of anything rural. 
A touch of ill-timed ridicule completes the 
impression. 

In our educational and political activities, 
our mercantilesventures and industrial ad- 
vantages, the agriculturist is too often ex- 
ploited or ignored. 

Now, the folly of the past is being ex- 
posed by the conditions of a world war, and 
while we will sink and obliterate our divi- 
sions and differences for the sake of na- 
tional and international unity and co-opera- 
tion, the farmer has come back to his own. 

The farmer is a dominating, essential face 
tor in a nation’s life. The farmer is primarily 
a food producer. 

Without bread the strongest combination 
of world forces can no longer struggle. 
does not live without bread, though he does 
not live by bread only. The symbol of Amer- 
ican unity and effort is the Stars and Stripes, 
To support that unity our boys in khaki and 
our farmers, our middlemen and our cone 
sumers must combine their interest in their 
rally to support the interests our flag rep- 
resents. The high cost of foodstuffs and the 
danger of their failure to maintain the vigor 
of American manhood should not only inspire 
our farmers to make the utmost of their 
opportunities It must also rally behind the 
farmer the whole intelligence, effort, inter- 
est and appreciation of the farm factor, which 
our whole national sense can produce. 

Georgia agriculture in no small measure 
affects'the status of Georgia, its outlook and 
its destiny. Our business men of Atlanta 
must unite to push the production of agricul- 
ture in our state and our southland and set 
an example which should be followed in every 
city, town and village in the south 80 as to 
make this year's crop provide enough food.

Rrecruiting for the Fifth Georgia 
regiment jgicked up to such an

Anticipating a big increa'’se in the 
recruiting, Colonel Hall had already 
put in his requisition for much new 
equipment, including uniforms, cots 
and other individual necegsities for 
the new men. The rush, however, 
was so sudden that Colonel Hall 
found Tuesday that he could not 
wait for the equipment to be for- 
warded by freight, and sent in his 
“rush” order. 

Officers in charge of the various 
stations outside of Atlanta Tues- 
day reported a number of men ready 
to come to Atlanta, and they will 
be sent on in the next day or so. 
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Smashing all former records for re- | 
eruiting, local officers Tuesday report-, 
ed from all three branches of the serv-, 
ice 254 men examined, accepted and | 
shipped during the day.
